The 
candor of some autobiographies gives 
the impression of being unstudied, simply 
the natural expression of the natural 
man. Thus Lord Rosebery finds Burns 
“a soul bathed in crystal, who hurried 
to avow everything. There was no 
reticence in him.” In others the prin- 
ciple of selection is seen palpably at 
work. All that is recalled is not narra- 
ted. Shadows and high-lights are effects 
designed by the skilful portrait painter. 
Such an autobiography is far less reli- 
able than a biography -written: by a 
contemporary or disciple using adequafe 
data, of which the autobiography may 
be an invaluable part. 


Moreover, the writing of what Gibbon 
eaid he hoped his autobiography would 
be— “Truth, naked, unblushing truth,” 
is an ambition that some persons do not 
cherish. Herbert Spencer frankly ad- 
mitted the impossibility of it, and then 
proceeded to write one of the most bore- 
some, prosaic and unconsciously belit- 
tling “human documents” in existence. 
Subjective analysis of motive and inten- 
tion may be more accurate than objec- 
tive judgment in passing upon the rela- 
tion of motive and act, cause and effect; 
but a biographer has the great advantage 
over an autobiographer in that his judg- 
ments are freed from thé elements of 
vanity and other distorting media. 

The autobiographer leaving a _ post- 
humous work is in peril also of disloy- 
alty to social relationships that he 
would have scorned to betray while liv- 
ing. George Eliot, speaking through one 
of her characters in “Theophrasttis 
Such,” rightly says: “We are each of 
us bound to reticence by the piety we 
owe to those who have been nearest to 
us, and have had a mingled influence

CANVAS IS MADE WATERPROOF 


Painted by English and will not crack 


N THE British navy yards the follow- 

ing method is employed to waterproof 
and paint canvas so that it will not 
crack or become hard: 

One ounce of yellow soap and one-half 
pint of hot water are mixed with every 
seven pounds of paint. The mixture is 
applied to the canvas with a brush. This 
is allowed to dry for two days, and then 
a coat of the same paint without the 
soap is laid on. When this last coat is 
dry the canvas may be painted any color 
desired. 

After three days of drying the canvas 
may be folded up without sticking to- 
gether, and of course it is waterproof. 
The canvas waterproofed in this manner 
makes an excellent covering for portable 
canoes and canvas boats, says the Wash- 
ington Herald. The color mixture for 
the soap and second application is made 
from one pound of lampblack and six 
pounds of yellow ochre, both of oil; the 
finish coat may be any color you wish.

When no paint is to be used on the 
canvas, it may be waterproofed with a 
mixture made from soft soap dissolved 
in hot water, and a solution of iron sul- 
phate added. Iron sulphate or ferrous 
sulphate is the green vitriol. The vitriol 
combines with the potash of the soap, 
and the iron oxide is precipitated with 
the fatty acid as insoluble iron soap. 
This precipitate is then washed, dried 
and mixed with linseed oil and applied 
Fto the canvas: This wilt render the cloth 
waterproof, and at the same time the 
material is quite flexible and not inglined 


to crack.

And 
at the same time, Congress is more and 
more becoming accustomed to going to 
the White House for instructions. 

All of which only goes to show that 
the American people know what they 
want.

They trust the people at the proper mo- 
ment to arise in their power and speak 
their will, They will have a strong 
President just as long as they want it 
and no longer, and by the same token 
they will in the future labor to pre- 
serve the more nearly even balance that 
from this time on seems likely to exist 
between the two houses of Congress.

LONDON—The premier of New. South 
Wales, the Hon. J. 8. T. de- 
livered an interesting address recently 
of the Australian 


MeGowen., 


under the auspices 


Chamber of Commerce in London, tak- 


ing as his subject “A Decade of Prog- 


fess in New South Wales,” 

“During the last decade,” he said, 
“their population had increased by only 
360,000, but 60 depositors in their sav- 
ings institutions were added for every 
100 persons added to their population. 
The distribution of property, he pointed 
out, was nearly three times as great 
in New South Wales as in this coun- 
try. Speaking on the settlement ques- 
tion, Mr. McGowen said that it was 
the fixed policy of_the government of 
his state that no land should be held 
under such rights as might tend to 
block settlement. 

He also éxpressed the hope that peo- 
ple of Great Britain,-when leaving their 
country, would settle in other parts of 
the empire and not go to foreign coun- 
tries.

An investigation by the bureau of labor 
of the prices of 257 commodities during 
1910 shows that wholesale prices in that 
year were 4 per cent higher than in 1909 
and 1.6 per cent above the average of 
\1907, which was the year of highest 
prices since 1890. In view of the Cana- 
dian reciprocity discussion wholesale 
prices of farm products were 7.5 per cent 
higher in 1910 than in 1909. 

Wholesale prices in 1910 were 19.1 per 
cent higher than in 1900, 46.7 per cent 
higher than 1897 (whieh was the year 
of lowest prices between 1890 and 1910),

ommendation was disregarded. 

This apathy of the German govern- 
ment affords, Herr Harden maintains, a 
proof of the existence of a secret treaty 
i between the countries.

'other hand, no such treaty really exists 
he maintains that no time should be lost 
by Germany in asserting her control over
